No 

more than one member could be added annually, and the elect- 
ion to the "Hall of Fame" would require a 2/3 vote of the 
Officers and Directors of QCWA. Nominations to be make 

only by Chapters or Individuals. The memorial would req- 
uire a QUARTER CENTURY to complete! The award could be made 
posthumously, Honorary Members could be elgible. Discuss 
this among yourselves, feedback info through the HLR, if 

you like the plan, it will be presented to the Board for 
consideration in February, 1979.

The donations should be sent to 
QCWA Headquarters, 1409 Cooper Dr., Irving, TX 75061, they 
will be assembled, and in due time an officer of QCWA will 
present one check, in the amount donated, tc the officials 
in charge of the program, the funds to be used for the pur- 
pose stated. Donors will be identified. Individual donat- 
ions will be greatfully accented as well! Individual gifts 
are tax exempt.

is necessary that a waiver of the rule requiring names of 
nominees selected by the Nominating Committee be published 
in the Winter QCWA News. Similarly, the 60 day wait before 
changes in the By-laws become effective must be waived 
this one time. These actions will be formalized by the 
Board as quickly as possible. 


The Ballots for election of Officers and Directors will be 


prepared by Headquarters, and sent to each member, as a 
separate mailing. Every effort will be made to simplify 
the ballot. 


The Board of Directors expects to take action to restore 
the Scholarship fund to $750 for 1979. Such action will be 
discussed at the February meeting. 


Of the 80 or more active QCWA Chapters, only about 15 have 
responded to the request for a HOT-LINE member contact. 

Only one Chapter has provided feedback of any sort to 
Headquarters.
